Chairman Bertram von Damm and
Sceretary John H. Wise said this
morning that they expect a good at-
tendance, for thoygh the campaign is
more than a year away, there are
healthy signs of reawakening in Re-
publican ranks. This is the first
meeting since the “disaster” of last
fall, when Democracy 8 g the big-
gest surprise in the history of loeal
pclities by electing most of its candi-
ddies for county offices and giving
l. L. McCandiess, who was running
against Kublo for delegate, guch a
biz vote on Oahu that Kubio has been
peeved about it ever since.

The particular piece of business for
tonight's meeting of the G. O. P.
jeaders is a discussion of the direct
primary law enacted by the last legis-
lature. The party has been talking
direct primary for many years and
finally the Republican majority put
the law thraugh In rattling style.
However, most of the Republicans
frankly confess they don't know what
the law means and there will be sev-
eral evenings devoled to talking over
its 1eatures.’

Both Chairman yon© Damm and
Johin Wise have made a considerable
study of tne wew act and unite in be-
lieving that ¥ means more party or-
gonization than ever.

vey. If the report had been unfavor
gble, Major Woolen, according to
army custom, would have notified
the various commercial bodies that
submitted facts and figures in sup-
port of the plan, that his recommenda-
1ions were against the survey, so that
could have been given this oppor-
tupity to further advance their claim
higher up the line. No such notifica-
tion has been given so the natural

The investigation being made by
Major Wooten was not as to-the ad
visability of cutting the channel and |
joining the harbors, but as to the im
portance of making a full survey.
Funds will have to be appropriated for
this work, and much more extensive
soundings made and figures collected
than are now available,

step toward harbor enlargement will
be under way before many months,

" MOTT-SMITH MAY
BE INFLIGIBLE
 FOR COMMISSION

Indirect lnterest in Large Pub-
lic Utility Raises Techni-
cal Question

Territorial Secretary E. A. Motl-
Smith doesn't know whether he is
gualified under the law to hold the
josition of chairman of the public
utilities commission, or even to be a
member of that body, and has ask~d
Attorney General Thayer. for a forma!l
opinion on the subject

His present job as secretary of the
territory does not disqualify him, but
when the last legislature enaeted the
statute creating the new organization
fL inserted a clause specifying that no
one should become a member who
held stock in any public utility corpor-
ation which might come within the
jurisdiction of the commission.

Mott-Smith's position i8 a peculiar
one. He is a director and holds' a
minority amount of stock in the John
Mott-Smith Estate. This estate, In
iurn, holds a quantity of stoex in the
Hawailan Commercial & Sugar Com-
pany, and the latter concern in turn
holds the gontrolling interest in the
KRahului Railroad Company.
hulvi Railroad Company is one of the
corporations over which the utllities
commission will have power.

Thus Mott-Smith may be said to
have an indirect interest in that con-
cern; whether that interest will be
sufficient to debar him from member-
ship on the commission remains for
the attorney general to determine.

“It i8 a technical question that
ghould be cleared away before the
commission comes into existence and
i assume the new office,” said the sec-
retary today. *“The query would have
arisen later anyhow, and it might as
well be settled before it becomes a
sourcesof trouble, :

“Many questiongs having been asked
by my countrymen relating to the sen-
timent which arose with the passage
of the alien-land law of California, I
(wish to state for the knowledge of the
{Japanese in this territory that there
iz no possibility of war between Japan
and the United States. The long
friendly relations which have existed
